WANTS FACTS TO BE KNOWN 


Congressman Tawney 
Discusses Es­ 
pionage System. 
Washington, Jan. 
ll.—Representa­ 
tive Tawney of Minnesota said that 
the resolution introduced in the house 
Saturday providing for the appoint­ 
ment of a special committee of five 
to investigate methods of the govern­ 
ment does not contemplate, as has 
been stated, an irquiry concerning the 
operations of the secret service. 
His desire is to arrive at the facts 
concerning #the appointment of spe­ 
cial agents and inspectors, aside from 
the secret service bureau, and he has 
been engaged in this inquiry for sev­ 
eral years. He points out the fact 
that while in 1896 only 166 of such 
employes were carried on the roll at 
a cost of $1,300,000, by 1907 the num­ 
ber had grown to 3,000 and the ex­ 
pense to the government to $9,009,- 
000. 
“Indeed,” said Mr. Tawney, “there 
are so many inspectors and special 
agents abroad In the land that we are 
rapidly developing a system of espion 
age Into even the domestic affairs oi 
the people of the country and I think 
it time the facts should be known.”

TALKING ON AIR PROBLEMS 


Aeronauts From Many Lands Meet in 
London. 
London, Jan. ll.—Of immense in­ 
terest to all who are watching the 
progress made in flying by human be 
ings is the meeting of the Internation­ 
al Aeronautic federation which began 
here 
today. 
Delegates 
from 
every 
European country in which aviation 
is a subject of daily news interest 
have assembled here to discuss some 
of the important questions that have 
arisen in regard to the sport, or 
science, as its ardent followers prefer 
to term it. 
In view of the prominence of the 
Wright brothers and other Americans 
in this field, regrets are expressed 
that no American is attending the con­ 
ference. The United States has, how^ 
ever, a representative in the person 
of Roger William Wallace, the Eng­ 
lishman selected by the Aero Club of 
America to look after its interests. 
Probably the question of greatest 
popular interest to be decided at the 
federation’s meetings is the determi­ 
nation of the winner of the interna­ 
tional balloon race, which started from 
Berlin Oct. IO. The greatest distance 
was covered by Schaeck in the Swiss 
balloon Helvetia, but he violated the 
rules of the contest by landing at sea 
on the deck of a steamer. 
The rules 
declared that landings must be made 
on terra firma, and the awarding of 
the prize to Schaeck has been pro­ 
tested by the English club.

Ground the city, he has issued orders

without a permit shall be shot. 
Gen­ 
eral Mazza’s command extends to both 
sides of the straits. 
In an interview 
he said that some sem blance of order 
was at last being re-established. T he 
work is now system atic and the situ a­ 
tion, ho believed, is well In hand. 
Sanitary conditions have been g re a t­ 
ly improved and it is now believed 
that

is little danger of the 
spread of disease, disinfectants having 
been used abundantly.

number of the deaths, however, that 
occurred here', it is impossible to say 
how* m any resulted from injury or 
were due to various diseases. 
The A m erican relief ship Bayern, 
flying the Rod Cross flag, has arrived 
here.

of clothing 
was sent to tho American consulate 
and the rem ainder of the stores arc 
being distributed to the various ports 
along the south coast. 
One of th e re­ 
lief party on the Bayern, Nelson Gay 
of Boston. wras injured during the voy­ 
age to this port, but his injuries are 
not serious. 
One of his ribs is frac­ 
tured.
